RUSSIANS REGAIN . 


KOROSTEN 


New Attack Launched 
At Zaporozhe 


ay OVIET forces have re-captured the town and railway junction of 
Korosten—55 miles from the old Polish border—and 250 
smaller localities; more places have been taken near Vitebsk, and 
a new offensive has been launched in the Dnieper bend west of 
Zaporozhe, states last night’s communiqué from Moscow. 


The communiqué was broadcast 
90 minutes before the usual time, 
and a musical programme was 
interrupted for it Treated in much 
the same way as an Order of the 
Day by Marshal Stalin, the com- 
muniqué was read three times, and 
afterwards the ‘‘ Ode to Stalin” was 
played and sung by a choir, Reuter’s 
Special Correspondent cables from 
Moscow. The, text is as follows:— 

‘Troops of the first Ukrainian 
front, overcoming enemy resistance, 
continued successfully to develop 
their offensive, and occupied the 
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town and railway junction of Koros- 
ten, as well as the railway station of 
Chernyakhov and the town and rail- 
way station of Skvira, as well as 
250 other inhabited localities. 

“North of Kirovograd our troops 
successfully repelled attacks launched 
by large forces of tanks and 
infantry, and inflicted neavy losses 
on the enemy in manpower and 
equipment. 


ISLAND TAKEN 


“In the Dnieper bend, west of 
the town of Zaporozhe, our troops 
have launched an offensive and cap- 
tured over 30 localities, including a 
township at the approaches to 
Zaporozhe itself, on the right bank 
of the Dnieper.- The island of 
Khortista was also captured. 

“In the Vitebsk direction our 
troops continued offensive operations 
and occupied several inhabited 
localities, 

““ On December 28th on all sectors’ 
our troops disabled or destroyed 113 
German tanks and shot down 33 
*planes.”’ 

The first Ukrainian «army is driving 
steadily westward on an 80 miles 
front, and fighting for the last ten 


ne 
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miles of the Kiev highway to Zhito- 
mir, Reuter’s Correspondent states. 
Between Zhitomir and Korosten the 
Soviets are everywhere advancin 
towards the Lenmingrad-Odessa rai 
lateral, neither counter-attacks nor 
bad w er proving able to stem 
the tide. The third thrust, striking 
south-west beyond Fastov, is ham- 
mering home a formidable wedge 
between the Germans at Byela 
Tserkov, 45 miles below Kiev, and 
Berdichev, essential junction to any 
German withdrawal from the 
Dnieper bend. 

Colonel Akimov, Moscow News 
Military Reviewer, stated yesterday 
that General Vatutin’s first Ukrai- 
nian army west of Kiev has emerged 
beyond the Germans’ deepest defence 
belt. %* The breach is more than 
90 miles wide, and Field-Marshal 
von Manstein is suffering, his second 
major defeat of 1943. is first was 
the failure to relieve General Paulus 
at, Stalingrad. 

According to the German commen- 
tator, Martin Hallensleben, Russian 
forces are carrying out a _ three- 
prongec attack in the Kiev bulge. 
“The “main thrust: is directed 
towards Zhitomir, and German units 
facing the main deployment areas, 
who is had to bear the brunt of 
the first offensive thrusts, have suf- 
fered not inconsiderable losses.’’

Big Attack 
In West Italy 


(From David Brown, Reuter’s 
Special Correspondent at Allied 
Headquarters.) 


RITISH troops of the Fifth 
i; Army ate fighting strongly 
against a powerful German 
counter-attack launched at the 
mouth of the Garigliano River. 
With the fall of Ortona, on the 
Adriatic, the action spotlight has. 
flashed right across the 100-mile 
front to this—the extreme 
western tip. 

The German thrust was directed 
against British positions at Ponta 
Fiume. It was a full-scale counter- 
attack in much more than normal 
strength. Grim fighting is now 
going on in the town. 

Ponta Fiume is just inland on the 
south bank of the river, now shrink- 
ing back to its normal size after the 
floods. This is the first activity in 
this sector for several weeks, and 
coincides with the arrival of better 
weather. 

Canadian infantry and armour are 
meanwhile pushing northward from 
Ortona along the Adriatic coast in 
face of sleet, snow and gales. Other 
advances have been made inland 
along the whole of the Eighth 
Army’s front, 

A German war 
broadcasting over German home 
radio, said last night that the Ger- 
man @rmies in Southern Italy have 
received orders to ‘fight to their 
last drop of blood.’’ 

‘‘ For months ‘ve have been fight- 
ing an enemy superior in men and 
material—an enemy who is hurling 
countless divisions against us. Allied 
squadrons plunge day and _ night 
from the. skies, and the artillery 
barrage is shattering. 

“German soldiers in the moun- 
tains have become chain smokers to 
steady their nerves against the con- 
stant Allied artillery barrage.’’ 


Pope Calls For 
Help. to 
Procure Peace 


ATICAN Radio last night 
V broadcast an address by the 

Pope to the College of 
Cardinals. He said that, if the in- 
terruption and paralysis of the 
normal production of the necessities 
of life were to continue at the 
present rate, it was to be feared that 
the people of Rome, and of a large 
part of Italy, would in a short time 
find themselves in conditions of 
want such as, perhaps, ‘never in 
history had been realised in that 
land, already so sorely tried. 

He proposed, in his Christmas 
message to the world, to appeal .to 
those with w spirit of justice to pro- 
cure a just peace and to draw the 
attention of the world to the 
extreme want which harassed so 
many nations. He appealed to the 
charity of those who were still in a 
position to do so to give efficacious 
support to a great work of Christian 
charity and human brtherhood. 


OBSTACLES 


The Pope said that not less painful 
than the misery caused by a terrible 
conflict in many parts of the 
Universal Church were the:obstacles 
placed in the way of exercising a 
Christian Charity, and the difficul- 
ties becoming every year, and every 
day, from one place to another, 
harder to  overcome—difficulties 


| which impeded the normal exercise 


of the Apostolic Ministry. 

What, he asked, would happen to 
human society after the war if those 
who took honour to call themselves 
Christians, through failure to agree 
in thought and purpose, were not 
able. to eliminate the danger of an 
ephemeral peace, maintained ‘and 
supported on the uncertain founda- 
tion of violence? Would not this 
be a sad and deplorable error, not 
only in: the light of Christian 
principles, but even from the human 
point of view as well?

Plans For 
Invasion at 


Cairo Talks 


HE final mammoth plan for the 
7 invasion of Europe from the 

West was announced at the 
Cairo talks by General Eisenhower 
and Air Chief Marshal Siy Arthur 
Tedder states Denis Martin, 
Reuter’s Special Correspondent in 
Cairo, in a cable yesterday. 

The international conferences were 
at their height when Eisenhower and 
Tedder made a secret flight from 
North Africa, he continues. 

All the available commanders in- 
volved were immediately called in, 
sarticularly General Sir Henry Mait- 
and Wilson, new Supreme Com- 
mander in the Mediterranean, and 
Air Chief Marshall. Sir  Sholto 
Douglas, A.O.C. in the Middle East. 
So importent were the discussions 
that when Mr. Churchill and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt left for Teheran, 
Eisenhower and Tedder stayed 
behind to work out the details of 
the scheme. 

Marshal Stalin, M. Molotov and 
Marshal Voroshilov were told who 
the second front chiefs would be. 

A British Admiral and the head 
of Fighter Command have been 
selected to command the Allied sea 
and air forces for the second front, 
it was disclosed last night in London. 
They are Admiral Sir Bertram 
Ramsay and Air Chief Marshal 
Sir Trafford Leigh-Mallory, whose 
appointments respectively as sea and 
air Allied ©Commanders-in-Chiet 
under General Eisenhower, were 
announced from 10 Downing street. 
Both are experts in combined 
operations. 

Admiral Ramsay was called from 
retirement at the outbreak of war. 
He planned the Dunkirk evacuation, 
and had charge of the North Africa 
landings. He is 60. Fifty-one- 
years-old Sir Trafford  Leigh- 
Mallory has been Chief of Fighter 
Command since November last year. 
He planned the air operations over 
Dieppe. : 

Mr. Charles E. Wilson, Executive 
Vice-President. of the United States 
War Production Board, said yester- 
day in Washington that the 9,000 
*planes being produced in the United 
States during December “' just is not 
enough for the job ahead.” The 
volume of material sent to North 
Africa and Italy was “ insignificant 
compared with the job of equipping 
the Allied forces for the invasion of 
Europe. When bridgeheads have to 
be established in Europe you do not 
have to be told what the job will 
mean in material. The volume will 
be tremendous.”’ 

A Wilhelmstrasse official declared 
yesterday that invasion of the Con- 
tinent could be expected in fourteen 
days, reports the Berlin Correspon- 
dent of Dagensnyheter,

The British communiqué stated 
that the combined action took place 
on Monday and Tuesday. 

“The blockade-runner, a fast, 
modern ship of about 5,000 tons,”’ it 
said, ‘‘was first sighted on Monday 
morning by a Sunderland flying- 
boat in a position about 500 miles 
west-north-west of Cape Finisterre.

(Captain C. P. Clarke, R.N.) and 
H.M.S. Enterprise (Captain H. T. 
W. Grant, R.C.N.).were disposed to 
intercept, and Coastal Command 
Halifaxes, Liberators and Sunder- 
lands “were despatched. 

For several hours, pending the 
arrival of this force, aircraft of 
R.A.F. and R.C.A.F. squadrons 
shadowed the blockade-runner, 
despite adverse weather conditions. 

“The first attack was carried out 
by a Sunderland of the R.C.A.F. 
During the first run-in the aircraft 
was damaged by A.-A. fire from the 
enemy ship, but the Sunderland 
pressed home the attack, and one 
bomb was seen to explode close to 
the blockade-runner. 

‘*Later a Liberator from a Czech 
squadron successfully engaged the 
enemy. One bomb hit the stern, 
which burst into flame and caused 
an explosion of such intensity that 
the force rocked the aircraft flying 
about 600 feet above the ship. 

‘‘Shortly afterwards the - flames 
were seen to have spread from stern 
to stem of the enemy ship. The 
crew of the Librator were unable 
to remain in the vicinity of the 
blockade runner long enough to 
observe the full results of their 
attacks. | 

“ A Halifax. which arrived on the 
scene reported later that the enemy 
ship was lying stopped with a heavy 
list to port and down by the stern.

Church Bells 


Next year brings around the anni- 
versaries of a number of distinguished 
alumni of T.C.D Incidentally, 
it is worth noting that it was in the 
year 1744 that Abel Rudall, of Glou- 
cester, cast the bell which for the 
last two hundred years has been 
announcing the start of solemn and 
academic observances within the 
ancient buildings. 

Two hundred years ago it was the 
largest church bell to be erected in 
Ireland, its greatest diameter (at the 
mouth) being 4 feet 10} inches. For 
a few weeks more than a complete 
century it held that claim, when it 
had to concede it to the bell founded 
for Marlborough Street Cathedral, 
Dublin, by James. Sheridan and 
Sons, of James’s street, Dublin. 

The art of bell-founding in Ireland 
must have attained great perfection 
in the early centuries. Otherwise, 
how account for St. Ronan’s bell, 
preserved in the Church of Locronan, 
in Brittany? An Irish missionary 
settled there in the sixth century. 


‘New Year s Day 


One of the few features by which 
the Prayer-Book of the Church of 


Ireland is distinguished from that of 
the Church of England is the special 
prayer for New Year's Day. 

Up to the Reformation, January 
Ist was known only by its 
ecclesiastical name, originally ‘the 
Octave of Christmas ”; the custom 
of celebrating on that day the 
Circumcision of Christ originated in 
the ancient Church of Gaul. In the 
Middle Ages the civil year was 
started with either the Annunciation 
(March 25th) or the Nativity - of 
Christ. From the 9th century 
Martyrology of Oengus, we see that 
Ireland was one of the first countries 
to adopt the custom of starting the 
new year with “the kalends of the 
month of January.”’ 

_ The prayer for New Year’s Day, 
inserted 70 years ago in the Common 
Prayer Book for the Church of 
Ireland, starts with a profession 

our faith in God '“ Who alone 

without variableness or shadow 

turning, Who has safely brought us 
through the changes of time, to the 
beginning of another year,” and 
concludes with the petition that 
"we may spend the remainder of 
our days to His honour and glory.’” 


Only a Century 


A reader writes to me tu point 
out that 1 was “only a century ” 
out in the date I assigned not long 
ago to the first performance of the 
‘* Messiah.”” It was, of ‘course, in 
1742, not 1842. 1 confess that the 
slip was mine, and not the printer’s. 

Lhe same correspondent adds a 
plea for a concert hall for Dublin, 
and recalls that in his day he has 
seen and heard in the city such 
well-known people as Clara Butt, 
fanny Moody and Charles Sankey, 
Signor Foli and Signor Ravelli, and 
“Sims Reeves, in the grand concert 
hall in our old Exhibition Palace.” 

“ As a young man,” he says, “I 
happened to be in Hawkins street, 
and, wonderful to relate, heard the 
sound of Madame Patti's glorious 
voice resounding far outside the old 
Theatre Royal.”
